CALL TO ORDER  
Mr. Giles called the meeting to order at 9:05 a.m. 
 
REVIEW OF MINUTES 
Mr. Staton made a motion, seconded by Mr. Harrington to approve the minutes of the meeting held on 
October 8, 2015 as written.  By unanimous vote, the motion carried.   
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NEW BUSINESS 
Discussion: Hearing Officers Roger Akin and Kristin Gibbons 
Mr. Staton stated that the Commission wanted to start a dialogue with the Hearing Officers about the 
upcoming rule to show cause hearings with brokers as pertains to Rule 1.3.1.  Mr. Staton asked if the 
Hearing Officers had any thoughts on how they were going to proceed with the hearings.  Mr. Staton 
also asked about consistency in terms of discipline in the recommendations.  Mr. Akin stated the 
hearing officers try to be as consistent as possible.   
The Commission discussed whether a broker should be notified when one of their agents is being audit 
and notified when the agent has to have a hearing for non-compliance.  
The Commission asked if whether agents that do not meet the continuing education hours can be fined 
automatically so that no hearing would be needed.  Ms. Kelly stated that would require a statute 
change.  
The Commission thanked the Hearing Officers for their time. 
  
Education Committee Report 
Mr. Riale stated that the Education Committee had a fairly short meeting this month.  Mr. Riale stated 
that Ms. Kelly is still working on the regulatory language for pre-licensing online courses.  The 
Committee wanted to ask the Commissioners if they would be interested in taking a look at reallocating 
the hours in the brokers pre-licensing course.  This topic came up a couple of months ago from a 
provider.  Mr. Riale wanted to know the Commission’s thoughts before the Committee spent any time 
on this as they have other projects they are working on.  The Commission responded that they would 
be interested in any updates or recommendations that the Education Committee would come up with.  
 
Mr. Riale stated that they had a letter of interest and resume submitted by Virgil Bullis, Sr. for 
appointment to the Real Estate Education Committee.  This would become effective upon the expiration 
of Mr. Riale’s appointment.   The Committee voted to recommend approval of Mr. Bullis to the 
Commission.  
 
The Education Committee reviewed twenty-five new course provider applications of which twenty-three 
were approved with the exception of one that was denied due to content lacking Delaware specificity, 
and one was approved with modifications.  They reviewed eight instructor applications and 5 were 
approved, one tabled for incomplete application and two approved with modifications.  They reviewed 
one student request and that was approved.   
 
Recommendation to Approve and Deny Course Providers, Instructor Applications and Student 
Requests as Noted 
Mr. Harrington made a motion, seconded by Mr. McCann, to approve the minutes and the education 
approvals submitted by the Education Committee.  By unanimous vote, the motion carried.  
 
Discussion and Review of Hearing Officers Recommendations 
 
Kay Anderson – Commission members reviewed the Rule to Show Cause Recommendation from the 
Hearing Officer with Mr. Staton describing the sanctions.  After discussion, Mr. Staton made a motion, 
seconded by Ms. Scott, to accept the Hearing Officer’s recommendation with amendment of 60 day 
suspension.  After vote the motion failed, there was further discussion, and Mr. McCann made a motion 
to amend the motion, seconded by Mr. Harrington, to add the letter of reprimand to the 
recommendation.  By majority vote, the motion carried with Ms. Scott opposing.

After Mr. Sell left the meeting, 
Mr. McCann stated that agents that did not show up for their hearings in the past would normally get 
some kind of suspension.  Mr. Staton withdrew his motion.  Ms. Scott stated that the reason she 
concurred with the recommendation was because Mr. Sells did complete his continuing education in 
May and did not falsely attested. A new motion was made by Mr. Staton, seconded by Mr. Harrington, 
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to table the discussion until the December meeting.  By majority vote, the motion carried, with Ms. Scott 
abstaining.   Ms. Wagner will notify Mr. Sell of the tabling of his recommendation.
